A ROMANTIC COUNTY, 


Where Sheep Raising is an Industry and Na- 
ture Asserts Mer Sway. 
From the Excelsior, Ga., Pioneer. 

Worth county is bounded on the north by 
Dooly, west by Flint river and east D ugher- 
ty, south by Colquitt and east by Berrien and 
Irwin. The last census gives it an area of 
107,757 acres, of which 76 per cent. is tim- 
bered land. The timberis principally heavy 
forest of yellow pine. The portion bordering 
on Flint river contains some fine farming 
lands, but the remainder is, for the most part, 
ridges and springy hollows. The principal ia- 
dustry of the portions of the county off from 
the railroad, is stock-raising, supplemented by 
farming, generally on a small scale. Large 
flocks of sg and herds of cattle and hogs are 
pastured on the native grass, and roam over 
the open woodland, requiring but little more 
attention than the marking, shearing of the 
sheep in spring, and the feeding of the cattle 
Jor a few of the severest winter days. Fine stock 
might very well succeed with the requisite at- 
tention,but I think the people prefer the native 
breeds that requires less attention. The tur- 
pentine and timber industries have increased 
rapidly in the last three years, contiguous to 
the B. and A: railroad. The town of Warwick, 
in the northern part, is situated near the Flint 
river, which is being cleared out, and it will

business place in the county. Worth county 
is well watered by Little river, Ty Ty, War 
river and Bridge creek, that head within its 
borders, and Flint river and numerous smaller 
streams that traverse it. Thesurlace of the 
country is generally gently rolling,in some 
perts quite broken. 

There is still a good deal of game, such as 
foxes, wild cats, deer, turkeys, raccoons, 
ossums, squirrels, otters, quail and heres. 
‘sh are also found plentiful in some of the 
streams. The soil is red and yellow clay, and 
produces corn, cotton, potatoes, 
cane peas, oats, chufas, pinders, 
rye, rice and garden Ms, ower pe. but 
requires generous fertilizing andi good eultiva- 
tion. Fruits, such as apples, peaches, rs, 
plums, and melons do very well if properly 
worked. The principle wild  ithuiis 
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are black and hwuckleberries, haws, 
persimmons and muscadines. The water is 
tree stone, though lime and other mineral 
waters are occasionally found. Wells are 
generally from 35 to 45 feet deep. The health 
of the county is very good. Fevers ofa mild 
type are prevalent in afew sections in sum- 
mer, but are generally confined to sections 
along the railroad, where the timber has been 
lately cut off and the tops still rotting. 

Worth county, in common with Bullock and 
other counties, pays a aso rata for educational 
purposes, generally (they say) amounting to 
about fifty per cent. Education is neglected 
nearly ali over the county. The morals of the 
people are at a good average stand; churches 
of various denominations, chiefly Baptist and 
Methodists, are plentiful, and a large majority 
ot the people aremembers. Off from the river 
and railroad there are very few negroes.

MR, CABLE’S “EQUITIES.” 
Alluding to Mr. Cable’s article on the negro 
in the January Century, the Nation says it is 
well that its publication was deferred until 
after the election; whereupon, the New York 
Tribune gives a sinister snort, and declares 
that itis a good republican campaign docu- 
ment. The Nation suggests as to a question 
of policy, the Tribune declares as to a ques- 
tion of fact. Whether it was wise to defer 
the publication of Mr. Cable’s article is a 
matter for speculation, but the Triburfe is 
right when it says that the article is a repub- 
lican campaign document. Ié is exceedingly 
well written, but this is its limitation ; noth- 
‘ing more than a republican campaign docu- 
ment can be made out of it, though this is 
undoubtedly very far from Mr. Cable's in- 
tentions.

A correspondent of the Troy, N. Y., Press 
urges the incoming democratic administra- 
tion to levy an export taxon cotton, as the 
best means of obtaining a revenue, not from 
our own citizens, but from other nations. 
They must have cotton and cannot obtain it 
elsewhere. It is the only raw commodity 
that other nations must purchase from us. 
The cotton crop of the world may be repre- 
sented by the figures thirty-five units, pro- 
duced as follows: In the United States, 29; 
in the Kast Indies, 4,andin Egypt 2—total, 
oo. The small quantities elsewhere produced 
need not be considered. There are, ‘again, 
75,000,000 spindles in the world, and the 
United States has only 11,875,000, or one- 
sixth of the whole number. Five-sixths of 
the cotton crop is turned into goods outside 
of the country that produces five-sixtas of 
the raw product. Other nations must pur- 
chase over four-fifths of our crop or stop the 
mills in which a vast amount of capital has 
been invested, and uporf which tens of thou- 
sands depend for subsistence. They must 
buy our coiton. “If,” says the correspond- 
ent of the Press, “to-morrow morninga law 
goes into eflect that places an export tax of 
forty per cent on all raw cotton purchased by 
foreign nations for export, and at the same 
time word is sent to all cotton *manufactur- 
ers in the United States that every yard of 
cloth they manufacture shall be sent out of 
the country free. What would be the effect 
on our nation? If cotton is selling in our 
market at ten cents peg pound, the for- 
eigner must pay fourteen cents for his 
pound of cotton. This protects our manu- 
facturers four cents per pound, which advan- 
tage will enable them to sell their goods in 
all the markets of the world where cotton 
goods are used. It enables our planter to 
sell sixty cents’ worth of his cotten product 
for a dollar of a foreigners’ money—or makes 
this nation the dictator of prices on its own 
product. There are only two alternatives 
left for Great Britain and the European con- 
tinent—one is, buy our cotton at our own 
price, or shut down your mills. If they do 
not buy our cotton then their mills must 
stop, for they have only seven parts of the 
world’s crop left for them to purchase, If 
all the foreign nations are trying to buy

those seven parts the price will advance so 


Already they have . 


that they cannot compete with our mills, 
and then we become the cotton manufac. 
turers for the world. When their mills stop 
their operatives are idle, and looking for em- 
ployment. Then our agents should be in 
Manchester, Oldham, and other large manu- 
facturing centres of Great Britain, and they 
should secure those operatives, take them to 
the cotton fields of the south, where the 
water flows with power enough to drive all 
the spindles of the world; there where 
you can pick cotton with one hand and 
deposit it in the factory with the other, 
with no transportation to pay on raw mate- 
rial. What nation on earth could compete 
with us, who haye only one transportation 
to pay on the manufactured article? Where 
the motive power is water—costing nothing, 
comparatively speaking; when foreign na- 
tions must first go thousands of miles to pur- 
chase raw cotton, then take it back.to be 
manufactured, then again transport the man- 
ufactured goods other thousands.of miles to 
find a market, besides having to employ 
steam power to drive their spindles. An ex- 
port tax on raw cotton will give us the markets 
of the world inside of six years. Besides we 
bring-into the southern states and place upon 
the plantations a population of operatives 
that, besides consuming the planter’s cotton, 
make a home market for his corn, bacon and 
other products, enriching the land by con- 
suming upon it its products, in place of fore- 
ing those products out of the country at the 
price the foreigner is willing to pay. Bat, 
says the objector, Great Britain won’t buy our 
cotion. She will go to the cotton fields of 
India and try and stimulate production. 
That is probebly true, yet during our war 
_she tried the same thing, and yet was obliged 
‘to pay our high prices. The facts are that 
nowhere in the world can so fine an article’ 
of cotton be produced as in this country, 
and we must ever stand at the top round of 
the ladder of cotton production. The most 
probable effect of an export tax on cotton 
would be that English capital would find 
inyestment in the cotton fields of our own 
country, where the grand and magnificent 
water powers of South Carolina, Georgia 
and Alabama would be made productive, 
opening up for that section of Our country 
a new era of properity.’’ 

We present this plausible pian for the edi- 
fication of our readers. It reads well on pa- 
per, but ifcarried into effect there would 
doubtless be a long and vigorous kick 
against our control of cotton production. 
The world would be ransacked for acres that 
would crow cotton. And in the end we 
might find that we had killed the goose that 
laid the golden egg. The goose isin noim- 
mediate danger howéyer, and we present the 
to elicit, more than anything else 
comment and criticism.

About the opening of the 
present century the writings of Humboldt again 
reyived public interest in the affair. In 
1827 surveys were made ‘finder the 
direction of Bolivar. Since then 
probably twenty surveys have been made by 
different nationalities. Of late years the canal 
projectors have been divided between the claims 
of three differerent routes, the Panama, the Nica- 
ragua and the Tehuantepec. Louis Napoleon 
favored the Nicaragua route and once published a 
pamphlet adyocating it, but he had other things 
to think of after the revolution of 1848 recalled 
him to France. There is little doubt that 

his great highway between the nations will 

be constructed before many years. It may come 

in the shape of the completion of, the De Lesseps 

canal, or the proposed Nicaragua route, or the 

Tehvantepec scheme, or eyen ‘the ship railway 

project, but in some shape it is certain to come.

iailroad Building Last Year, 
From the Chicago Tribune, 

The following account of new railway con- 
struction in 1854 has been furnished by the 
Railway Age of this city: 

The number of miles of new railway con- 
structed in the United States during the year 
1884 would have been pronounced extraordi- 
nary if it had been built six years ago, and 
yet it is small compared with any year since 
i878. The returns, very carefully collected 
from oflicial sources, show the total of new 
main line track added during the year to have 
been alittle under 4,000 miles, which figure 
may poesibly be reached by final returns. This 
is about 3,000 miles less than’ that laid 
in 1883, and about 7,600 miles less than the 
total reached.in the wonderful year 1882. It 
is also much Jess than that of the years 187%, 
’80 and ’81, but,on the other hand, it far ex- 
ceeds the work of 1875, ’76, ’77 and ’78. Con- 
sidering the general condition of the country, 
the new mileage added in the last year was 
enough: and yet, with the exception of a few 
parallel and unnecessary lines, 1t cannot be 
said that railway-building has been overdone. 
In general, the roads built were needed for the 
development of the regions which they enter, 
and there is room fora vast amount 
new construction of this charactor. 

The following is a statement of the new mile- 
ace added in the different states and territories, 
arranged by what may be called the nine 
natural geographical subdivisions of the coun- 
try. Itsbould be understood that these figures 
show main lines only, and do not include side- 
tracks or second-tracks, of which many miles 
have been laid. - The intention also is to report 
only the mileage actually laid down since Jan- 
uary 1, 1884, and hence we have thrown out a 
considerable number of miles officially re- 
ported to us as built during the last year, but 
on which we know the rails to have been laid 
in 1883, and which were included in the repor 
for that year:

It will be seen that tne railway mileage was 
increased during- the year in every state ex- 
cept the little, finished commonwealths of 
New Hampshire and Rhode Island, and the 
inhospitable mountain land of Nevada, and in 
every territory exceptthe Indian country, 
which is stil! strangely sealed by legislation 
against the inroads of civilization, and Wyom- 
ing, whose mountain wastes offer few induce- 
ments to the railway-builder. The states and 
territories showing the greatest addition to 
their mileage are lowa and Minnesota, each 
279 miles, Dakota 269, Pennsylvania 252, Mis- 
sissippi 246, Wisconsin 224, and Oregon 215. 
In the others the increase runs from 4 to 160 
miles. The number of lines reported is 156, 
against 257 last year, and the average exten- 
sion is oply a little over 20 miles to each road.

RATEREE RUNS. 


AN OLD ATLANTA BOY WANTED 
IN ALABAMA. 


Gecrge Rateree Goes to Alabama—He Goats Into 
Trouble and Comes Back Home—Heis Arrest-‘ 
éd aud Imprisoned—The Alabama Sher- 
iff Will Come—Rateree Escapes. 


George Rateree, who has been confined in 
the city prison since last Friday awaitiug the 
arrival of an affidavit and requisition from 
Alabama, yesterday. escaped from Chief Con- 
nolly and Sergeant McWilliams. 

Rateree wag born and raised near East Point, 
but several “months ago went to Alabama, 
where he got into trouble. In order to avoid 
arrest Rataree skipped out and came back to 
Atlanta, where he has been for several weeks. 
About ten days ago Captain Couch received a 
letter from the the sheriff of Cleyburn coun- 


ty, Ala., asking him to arrest Rateree. In the 
“letter the sheriff stated that he had two bench 
warrants tor Rateree, and that he would come 
for him as soon as he wasarrested. The letter 
indicated that Rateree was wanted very 
badly by the Alabama sheriff, and Captain 
Couch being a personal friend of ‘ the sheriff 
fet out to arrest Rateree. The captain soon 
succeeded in ascertaining that Rateree was in 
Atlanta and at once instructed his patrolmen 
to ull him. Friday night last 
Patrolman W bit Mercer ran upon 
Ratereein Jamestown, and quickly landed 
him in the city prison. Thé@ next day the 
Alabama sheriff was informed that Rateree 
bad been arrested, and in a day or two he an- 
swered the communication, instructing the 
Atlanta authorities to hold hinruntil a requi- 
sitien could be _ secured. Early yes- 
terday morning kRateree employed an 
attorney to sue outa writ of habeas corpus. 
The writ was obtained, and in the afternoon 
Rateree was taken before a judge for a hearing.

After hearing the decision Chief Con- 
nolly and Sergeant McWilliams left the court 
rom with Rateree intending to conduct him 
back to the _— city prison. Their 
prisoner was walking between them, 
but the instant the trio reached the front door 
of the court house Rateree made a sudden and 
rapid break for liberty. With a single leap 
he sprang down the flight of steps and 
in & second was flying down 
Pryor street. The chief and the 
sergeant gave chase, but Rateree was 
too fleet of foot and soom disappeared from 
view. Chief Connolly then returned to the 
city prison out of breath and out of heart, 
and started the mounted men in pursuit of 
Rateree, but he was too far gone eyen for a 
horse to catch him.

A WHITEHALL STOVE HOUSE 
FINANCJALLY EMBARRASSED, 


A.¥. Stewart & Co,,Ithe Stove and Tinware Mer. 
chants, Find it Impoesible to Meet Their Paper 
ana Maeke an Assigument—Their Assets 
Larger Than Their Liabil ties. 


A. P. Stewart & Co., dealers in tinware and 
stoves at No. 9 Whitehall street, made an as- 
signment yesterday for the benefit of their 
creditors. 

The bill of assignment was drawn Monday 
by Mr. Hoke Smith, and went into effect yes- 
terday mornings Mr. R,'‘H. Knapp is named 
as the assignee, and the inventory of assets 


and liabilities indicate that every dollar the 
firm owes will be ‘paid. The assets are 
about $35,000, and the liabilities fully ten 
thousand dollars less than the assets.. The 
assets consist of stock on hand and notes and 
sccounts due the firm. The house is now well 
supplied, end if the goods could be disposed of 
at market value the sum thus realized would 
almost pay the firm indebtedness. The credi- 
tors are foreign with a few exceptions. The 
assignment was sudden, and created somewhat 
ol @ seneation in commercial circles yesterday 
when it became known. Even to Mr. Stewart 
it was rether unexpected, for on Saturday 
morning last he had no idea that he would be 
compelled to take the step. One of the firm’s 
heaviest creditors is an eastern house to whom 
A. P. Stewart &,Co., are indebted in the sura 
of several thousand dollars. The evidence of 
the debt is the promissory note of A. P. Stew- 
srt & Co. That note fell due Saturday, and 
the payees demanded full payment. Several 
days before the note became due Mr. Stewart 
ascertained that it would be impossible for 
him to pay it and began negotiating for a re- 
newal. lic. thought at one time 
that he had eucceeded and 
when the creditors informed him Saturday 
evening that they could not extend the papers 
and demanded full and prompt payment, Mr. 
Stewart saw that he had an impossible task 
before him, and in order to protect all credit- 
ors alike, made the assignment. Mr. Smith, 
acting as attorney for A. P. Stewart & Co., has 
prepared and mailed to every creditor a letter. 
Lhat letteris a complete and carefully com- 
piled history of the condition of the firm 
financially. It contains at accurate 
statement of the liabilities and  as- 
assets and invites every creditor alike to come 
in and co-operate with the assignee in the 
management of the business. 

The notes and accounts due the firm are 
nearly all good, but on account of the strin- 
gency in the money market the firm has been 
unabie to collect. Had collections been pos- 
gible the firny would have been able to meet 
lis papers Saturday. Mr. Stewart feels confi- 
dent that he will be able to pay every dollar 
he owes, and is willing for his creditors to 
conduct his business to that end.

A Book Returned After Many Years---An 
Interesting Bit of History. 

‘She Indianapolis Journal has this item, the 
lady mentioned being Mrs. Lewis H. Clarke, 
of this city: 

Rey. Joseph Cotton, pastor of the M. E. church, 

Southport, was the chaplain of the Thirteenth rez- 
iment Indiana volunteers (Old Guard). This regi- 
ment wes the first three-years regiment mustered 
into the service,and left this city for the frout July 
4,1361. Many citizens now living here can well 
remember their departure from ‘Camp Sullivan,”’ 
now “Military Park,’’ July 11, 1861. A week, to a 
day, from the time of their departure, this 
regiment participated and took aie con- 
spicucus part in the opattle of Rich-< 
mountain, where the Eighth, Tenth and Thir- 
teenth Indiana, and Nineteenth Ohio regiments 
cistinguished themselyes by executing a ‘‘rear 
movement,” under command of their colonel, 
V. 5. Rosecrans. The union troops were victo- 
rl1OUS, Capturing the army of the rebel general, 
Pegtam. Their entire camp equippage, every- 
thing, fell intothe hands of the union troops. 
Chaplain Cotton found in oneof the tents of the 
enemy a little prayer boos, with the inscription: 
‘“lrom Mrs. Mary A. Meadeto David H. Meade. 
Woodley, Virginia.’’ After keeping the book 
twenty-three years the thought struck the chap 
lain that he would find out if any of the family 
werestill living, and would, if desired, send the 
book back as a momento of the late unpleasant- 
ness, which brought forth the s&llowing corres- 
pence:
